dent could be depended upon to veto 
the Bland bill, have had the effect of 
bringing large London orders for 
bonds and stocks during the past 
week, thereby stopping the export of 
gold. It is reasonably argued that if 
such important 
transactions have 


been made in simple anticipation o;' 
the President's veto, the demand is 
likely to prove much larger when the 
expectatioa is confirmed by the fact. 


Evidence as yet beneath the surface 


indicates that, so soon as pending ob- 
structive legislation is out of the way 
and business has resumed its normal 
coarse, there will be a launching of 
new enterprises that ' will give em- 
ployment to the large amount of now 
idle home capital and at the same 
time attract active co-operation from 
foreign money centres. It therefore 
would not be surprising if, twelve 
months hence, we fiud the United 
States and Europe in the midst of a 
marked revival of investment and 
speculation. The prospect is con- 
tributing to a more hopeful, not say 
sanguine, .feeling: and as the out- 
workings of these tendencies become 
gradually more apparent, the spirit 
of speculation will deielop and values 
will correspondingly advance. 


The President's veto of the JHand 


bill is an invaluable gain towards the 
recovery of confidence. It is not 
only a reaOirmatlon of the conserva- 
tive monetary policy written large on 
the face of the Repeal Act, but is an 
assurance that the policy is safe for 
the remaining three years of the 
President's tenure of office.

that is an immense assurance: for, if

Western Irrigation. 


Amid the lost splendors of oriental na- 


tions of vvlrieh scarcely more than the 
name now remains ti. us was tho science 
of irrigation, and it was brought to a 
perfection novor since etvunled. Hero 
and there are traces of vast ditches show- 
ing know ledge of mechanical engineer- 
ing that in unsurpassed in our ago. It is 
altogether probable that tho nineteenth 
century \rill open on inigaiing enter- 
prises tniito equaling those of ancient 
Asia and inducing a fertility never ex- 
collod in Hie land of olives, spices and 
pomograi ates. 


Califori nit has already tracts of land 


that demonstrate- what- can bo done with 
irrigation in what scorned a desert. 
Other sta Ees are following rapidly in tho 
same line In the middle poi tion of south- 
ern California is one farm that originally 
coznpused -100,000 acres. It was owned 
partly by 3. B. Haggiu, although it was 
too big lor any one man to possess ull 
himself. The idea of the owners of this 
vast hotly ot la nil has been lo divide it 
up into small fruit farms of from 20 to 
40 acres each. The success in growing 
temperate zone fruits warrants the state 
Hient that. SO acres will support a family 
comfortably. Here will be one way of 
preventing tae overcrowding of cities. 


Ths method of irrigating the 400,000 


ticre tract is the most interesting matter 
connected with it at. prebeut. From 
Mount "Whitney, tlie highest peak of the 
Sierra Nuvadtv, flows the Kern river, 
through Kern county, [t is formed from 
the melting of tlio snowb oil the moun- 
tain. 
This river has been tapped by 


canals—14 on one bide, 13 on the other. 
These are the main canals. From them 
now lateral canals to ever}* farm, 1,100 
miles of 1 hern. Leading from the largo 
latcralsaiestill smaller ones, lying along 
the lino of the farmer's fields. Tho wa- 
ter is hit reduced into the fields by fur- 
rows that ho at close intervals. 1'or 
ordinary field crops three irrigations a 
season are nec'es-uiry. One man can man- 
age one irrigation ditch, arid eight men 
and eight ditches can irrigate l,000ayreb 
a day. For all tho water you need, the 
cost is ^l.oO to Iho acre a year.
